EXECUTIV: CHAMBER, 
Honolulu, H. I. April 18th. 1800. 
To the Council of State: 
The Executive Council reports upon the resolution referred to . 
it by the Couneil of State, dated April Lith. as follows: 
The Executive Council agrees with the preamble of the resolution 
of the Council of State of April 11th. and with the first paragraph 


the resolution, which is as follows:

“That it is the serise of the Council of State that the Hawaiian 
Covernment should pay just claims for losses caused by the aetion ta- 
xen by the Board of Health in connection with the suppression of the 
pubonic plague." ; 

It is however probable, judging from the discussions which nave 
taken place in the Council of State on the Court of, Claims ' matter, 
that the understanding of the Executive Gounciy as to the meaning 
of the words "just claims", differs from that of the majority of the 


Council of State. 


our view 4s that ‘an authoritative recorcnttion of a claim as just 


must be in accordance with Hawai dan law. A lecislature has the auth- 
ority to extene the law. Neither the “Axaoutive pons” nor the 
council of State has this discretion. — . 

In regard to the second paragraph of the Bs, no,reasons 
are set forth why the. present Commissioners of the Court of Claims 
ghould ve dismissed, and a new cecurt pe appointed, of rhich a major+ 
ity "shall consist of impartial men acquainted with the values of 
property and merchandise. " . 

The Executive Council requires that a1 the members of the 
court shail be impartial. As to their being acquainted with values 
of property, ,there seens to be no good reason for changing the prac— 
tiee and precedents of all Hawaiian courts, expecially as nearly all 


the property in question has been destroyed, and estimates of losses 


must be made from testimony of witnesses and not from the examination

of soods and buildings.

My. Mott-Smith stated: 

Mr. President - A few days ago I received a 
communication from the Hawaiian Planters Association in 
relation to the memorial they sent sometime ago on the 
labor bonds, and which I answered under date of April 17th. 
(reads his letter to H.S.P.A. dated April 17th 1900.) 

Ana Mr. Bolte,the Secretary asked to come up this morning 
on this matter. s 
Mr. CG. M. Cooke stated that this interviev had been 
asked for in order that the Trustees of the Sugar Planter's 
Association might explain to the Executive their feeling 
in the matter; that when these bonds were given it was 
not the general understanding that they were given as 4 
penalty in order that they might be a realization to the 
Covermmmt in case the white laborers could not be procured; 
that as a matter of fact it was understood that they were 
given as an incentive or a means of making the agents do 
all they possibly could to secure the proportion of white 
Labor required to the number of Asiatics sent for; that 
every effort possible had been made to carry out the terms 
of the contract, the Executive being aware of this fact. 
He then pointed out some of the many difficulties which 
the planters had encountered, such as the action of the 
American Consul at Funchal, etc., and stated that it was 
his opinion that if the matter was placed before a legis- 


lature it would stand no ground at all and he thought the 


Executive Council had as much authority to’ cancel the 


ponds 2s it did to create then. 

Mr. Dole said that he would like to have that point 
in regard to the cancellation of the bonds discussed very 
fully: that if there was an understanding or an expecta-— 
tion at the time these bonds vere ~iven that the Fxrecu- 
tive Council could cancel them; as he remembered the dis- 
cussion there was ne expression rhatever on that point at 
the time the action was decided upon by the government 
and 2ecepted by the planters and it is now a matter of 
great doubt in the minds of the Executive whether they hve 
the discretion to cancel these bonds -— feeling rather that. 
it is a matter for legislative action. 

Mr. Cooke reiterated what he had said before as to 
the good faith of the planters in trying to carry cut the 
terms of the bond and Mr. Dole stated that he agreed vith 
his views fully as to the efforts the planters had made; 
that the sovernment had not entered into this with an 
idea of producing any revenue whatever, it was done sim- 
Diy to make it binding enough that the best efforts should 
be used to introduce American or European labor; this 
matter, he thought, was fully discussed but as to the au- 
thority of the Executive to cancel the bonds, he did not 
think that was touched upon at all; that he was fully 
aware that annexation had placed the whole matter on 2 
different status and made it more difficult to precure the 
labor required, there being practically but one source 
left -— the United States; that the government has not 
considered itself under any oblisstions and has so express 
ed itself, to force any of these bonds, but the matter 
of cancelling them is 2 discretion that is doubtful, the 
Executive Council having no authority to dispose of gov— 


ernment property except according to law and thie vould 
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have to come through the lefislature. 

Mr. Schaefer referred to the political situation of 
the Islands and the many difficulties that had been put 
in the way by annexation, etc; to the strenuous efforts 
made on every hand by the planters to secure white labor 
and stated that it was his opinion that they would stand 
no show whatever before a legislature who ws probably 
not in syrmathy with their efforts and did not understand 
the matter so thoroushly as the Executive did, and the 
Hxecutive Council having instituted these bonds, he be- 
lieved it had the porer to cancel them. 

Mr. Atherton said that Mr. Schaefer nad given his 
views in part, but the pount he wished to urge was that 
these bonds had been inaugurated to spur the planters on 
to get white labor, this had been carried out as far as 
it wes possible to do so and had been acknowledzed by the 
Bxecutive, and it seemed to him that the same perties 
thet had a right to issue the bonds had the right to can- 
eel them if they were satisfied that everything had been 
done to perforn the terms of the agreement; hovever if 
the Executive did not feel that it had the authority to 
cancel the bonds he asked if the time could not be ex- 
tendeca so that they vould practically become null and 
void; make the time such that they rould not become de- 


linguent until there would be a possibility of getting 


enough laborers to cover the bonds; meanrhile the planters 


could continue to introduce white labor. He then spoxe 
of some of the plantations that were makings efforts to 
set Portuguese from the United States. 

Mr. Dole made the following suggestion, - If ve had 


a strong memorial trom the planters on the subject as a 


SS Sg 
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matter of record upon which the Executice council could 
pass 2 resolution, recognizing the circumatances, the 
changed status, etc., resolving that it would be prover 
in the minds of the Executive that the first legislature, 
when it meets, should cancel the bonds; I think this would 
have a good effect. We do not know what the personnel 
of the next lesislature will be and I think a resolution, 
having the support of an Executive who is fully cognizant 
of all the facts, would have a material effect upon the 
minds of the legislatars; we could set forth the good 
faith with which you have tried to fulfill the bonds and 
that together with the fact that you were still carrying 
out the agreement would go a long ways towards having 
them cancelled, I think. 

We recognize that this was a measure to neutralize 
the large proportion of Asiatic labor in this country and 
not 2a matter of profit and the planters have done their 
pest to carry it out. 

Mr. Swanzy brought up the point of the uncertainty 
as to who the Executive would be at the time of the meet— 
ing of the legislature and this brought forth considera-— 
ble discussion; Mr. Dole maintained however that a favor-— 
able resolution by the present Executive would in all 
probability have its weight. 

Mr. Svranzy went on to state that he agreed with Mr. 
Schaefer and pointed out in detail the difficulties which 
had been experienced in the introduction of labor and that 
it was now an impossibility to get white laborers; and that 
he elt thet the Executive had the authority to cancel the 


ponds; the planters had procured the services of several 


men and sent them to different parts but under the present 


circumstances it was impossible and he did not see what 


rould be gained by the sugcestion that they continue in 
their efforts, when absolutely nothing could be done at 
present. In conclusion he submitted that the Planter's 
Association nad done everything pcessible to bring in the 
laborers °s agreed in compliance rith the bonds and that 
it was no more than right cnd proper and rithin the pover 
of the present “xecutive to cancel the bonds as asked for. 

Mr. Giffard agreed with the views 2s expressed by 
Messrs. Schaefer, Atherton and Swanzy and gave a fev 
figures shcving the expense the planters had been put to 
in introducing the few families they had succeeded in do- 
ing. 

My. Damon stated that the Attorney General hed siven 
it as his opinion thet the Executive had not the author- 
ity to cancel these bonds without action by the lerisla- 
ture 2nd as a member of the Executive Council he felt 
that he could not vote against this opinion; he realized 
the strenuous effort that had been made all the way throug! 
and felt thoroughly in syrmsthy with the planters, but 
he thought the proposition as made by Mr. Dole that the 
planters should send in a memorial snd have the sanction 
of the Executive go with it; that this would make a very 
strong argument and one that the legislature could not 
easily aet aside; and the further point that the Bxecu- 
tive had co~overated with the Hawaiian Planter's Associa- 
tion in sending one of its number to assist in this matter 
and whose evidence micht possibly be of some value 
vould also have its veirht. 

Mr. Cooke asked - If it is illesal to cancel these 
ponds - if the Planter's Association should memorializ 
the Fxecutive and ask them for an extension of ten years, 
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without interest, on these bonds, could the Executive con-

Fellow Citizens:—In accepting the 
position of Governor of the Territory 
of Hawaii at the request of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, I feel cer- 
dain that there will be some problems 

“tn the administration of the affairs of 

_ the Territory for which the government 
of independent Hawaii has created no 

; . precedents. 

p° Were it not for the support that [ 
am confident I have in your sym»athy, 
and in your patristic determination 

! that in the new departure the country 
shall make progress in good govern- 
ment, I could not contemplate the task 
before me without deep misgivings. 

The political evoiution of Hawaii has 
‘been from feudalism to royai authority, 
then to a republic and now to nepen- 
“dence upon a stronger natior. ‘The re- 


1 


cent policy of the great powers to par- | 


cel out between them the istands of 
Polynesia, has been an influential fac-| 
tor in the last act of these successive 
changes. Paramount commercial rela- 
tions with the United States have 
formed another. With such influences 
at work, it only needed the decadence 
of the monarchical authority to cause 
the Hawaiian community with its 
strong American sentiment to gravi- 
tate irresistably to the United States, 
choosing its own destiny rather than 
leaving it to be decided by others. 
Hawaii owes its remarkable progress 
in civilization largely to the wise 
statesmanship of Kamehameha III. and 
other high chiefs, in the early part of 
his reign. These men and women care- 
tully weighed the counsels of their new 


advisers from across the sea, and se- | 


lected the best as a basis of action. A 
few months of peaceful revolution suf- 
ficed for an advance in civil adminis- 
tration, which has, in analogous cases, 
required years of devastating civil war. 
Personal rights were guaranteed: the 
absolute authority of the sovereign was 
voluntarily surrendered for constitu- 
tional limitations; the vast landed in- 
terests of king and chiefs—the rich 
prizes of the victories of Kamehameha 
the first, were divided and adjusted in 
.zonformity with the new recognition of 
the rights of the common people, and 
che creation of corporate government. 

It is not easy for us at this time to 
sive due weight to this organizing 
vork of those chiefs and their foreign 
dvisers. Had the former been less 
sublie spirited, or-had the latter been 
fess sincere, in all probability the his- 
tory of many another tragic conflict 
between the forces of civilization and 
barbarism would have been repeated 
here, 

The influence cf this peaceful reform 
in the civil system has been to this day 
constant and controlling in the rela- 

|tions between the Hawalian and the 
foreigner. To this influence we may 
largely credit the comparatively peace- 
ful settlement of the disturbed condi- 
tion of affairs incident to the dis3olu- 
tion of the monarchical system. 

@waiilans this occurrence was 
especially painful and bewildering. Ac- 
ed to the wise and successful 
rule of the Kamehamehas’ and to a 
hereditary sentiment of loyalty toward 
the ruling chiefs, but few were able to 
weigh the causes that led to the dis- 
integration of the royal prerogative in 
1898; yet in spite of the most disturb- 
,ing nature of this event, they did not 
‘as a class assume 2 hostile attitude, 
inor refuse their confidence to those 
who succeeded to the sovereign authcr- 
jity, although tney have to a consider- 
‘able extent held aloof from participa- 
jtion in public affairs. Many among 


‘them have been irreconcilably hostile 
to the new movement, while others 
‘have been its steadfast supporters, but 
jthe mass have remained in a state of 
‘suspense in political matters. 


The solution that has come is politi- 
.cal union with a great and most friend- 
ly nation, in which relation native Ha- 
|walians are guaranteed full civil rights 
as citizens of Hawaii and also as citi- 
zens of the United States. May they 
never forget how America has trusted 


| them. 


This generous treatment of the Ha- 
waiians by Congress calls for no tess 
consideration from their fellow citizens 
in these Islands. They were the first 
settlers in Hawaii—pioneers of us cll.

‘hood suffrage and representation in 
Congress are conferred upon all Hawa- 
jian citizens; only Hawaiian citizens 
may qualify for the office of Governor 
or other offices under the Territorial 
government; our laws are substantially 
retained, save such as became unneces- 
sary under the new conditions. 

Hawaii has no longer a separate in- 
dependence, but it is now a component 
part of an independent and powerful 
nation. Its limitations are slight and 
its freedom of action large enough for 
the present. Its fundamental law af- 
fords a large measure of self govern-' 
ment and protects us from the rule of 
strangers. . ; 

“In our composite community the 
‘great world races are well represented: 
Polynesian, Anglo-Saxon, Frank and 
Turanian. Because of this the difficul- 
ties of government are much increased. 
For the protection of the representative 

and other phases of modern civilized 
government, it has been deemed essen- 
tial to refuse citizenship to represen- 
tatives of the Chinese and Japanese na- 
tions which together form a large part 


of our population, although some of 


these are undoubtedly well qualified for 
tne duties of citizenship. 

The arbitrary denial of the franchise 
and consequent representation to these, 
places upon the rest of the communlity 
—whether as voters, legislators, the 

‘courts of the executive, the considera- 
tion of the interests of ene a unrepre- 
‘gented persons. Neglect of this obliga- 
tion would not only be an injustice to 
them but would inevitably menace the 
welfare of ail. 


With the most limited resources and | 


AS a corrective to race prejudice, our 
educational system reaches all childven 
of whatever nationality. The Chinese! 
child may pursue Chinese studies at! 
some part of the day or night, but he 
must take up his English lessons in 
regular school hours. As a result the 
fooys of our public schools of all na- 
ftionalities compete with each other in 

|} their school room work and pley Lall. 
together on the play ground. By the 
time they are grown up their race jeal- 

t ousies have substantially melted away 

The pressing demands of agricultural’ 
corporations for cheap field labor, to- 
gether with their great influence, will 
continue as in the past to be an ob- 
stacle to the development of such a 
citizen population as shall safeguand 
the political future of Hawaii. The 
two enterprises are mutually hostile.: 
The one is interested in men as ma- 
chines, the other as factors in the de- 
velopment of. the state. , 

As the control of such corporations 
gradually passes into the hands of 

those who are without the restraining 
influences of local and traditional as- 
sociations, and are not interested in 
the social growth of the Hawaiian com- 
munity, this danger may become more 
threatening than heretofore. 

Every one who is resident here, not 
merely to amass wealth, but to live a 
home life and perhaps to briug up chil- 
dren who will necessarily become at- 
tached to the country, its climaie and 
‘its social life, is most vitally intereste1 
in having this matter rightiy solved. 
‘This means that it shall nct only be 
possible but settled beyond all ques- 
tion, that no moneyed interest shall 
be allowed to stand in the way of the 
development of a pure family life in 
any part of the Territory 97 Hawaii; 
sither by the enforcement of unfavor- 
able conditions upon the field laborer, 
whereby family life is mad2 morally 
‘tmpossible or only immoral!y possible, 
yr by opposing the settlement of the 
small proprietor. Indifference of gov- 
‘rnment or employers to the inalien- 
‘ble rights of men, women and chil- 
lren to an ideal home environment 
nust result, sooner or later, in the re-, 
orisals of natural justice. 

Our shores and mountain slopes offer 
\ fertile soil and an infinite variety of 
andscape, sufficient and suitable for 
he homes of such citizens and enough 
“f them as shall assure honest and 
apable government and statehood in 
lue time. 


The land policy. of the Republic of 
Yawaii, whereby public lands ‘are 
ypened for settlement in small hold- 
ings, should be continued by the Ler-: 
ritory with such changes as experience 
has shown to be necessary, and carried 
on with vigor and earnestness in the 
hope that many Americans may be led 
to transfer their homes from the Main- 
land to Hawaii. as 

This future is something to work for, 
wisely and persistently. Business ig 
shortsighted and will not strive for the 
ideal result unless it pays to do so. Let 
us convince it that it will pay to do 
this, in dollars and in the higher values 
also; and in the meantime, let the citi- 
zen and his representative aim to pre- 
vent enterprise from doing the ‘east 
thing against the interests of the body 
politic. : 


Two otber great enterprises will es- 
petially enlist the thought and energy 
of.the Territory—the improvement and 
extension-of highways in a measure 
consonant with prospective need’; and 
the creation of municipilities. This 
will requiré the profoundest study and 
an honest public spirit, that such gov-, 
ernments may perform a useful service’ 
and not become sources of civil cor- 
ruption and thereby oppressive to those 
within their jurisdictions. 

A happy feature of our late period of 

} civil dissension was the usual survival 
of friendly relations between  indi- 
viduals of Vivergent political opinions 
and conseguent public action. Few 
friendships were broken on this ac- 
count or social relations disturbed. 
Mindful of this, I feel the utmost con- 
idence in calling upon all of whatever 
name or opinion, to allow the political 
irritations of recent years to disappear 
in the shadows of the past; and, turn- 
ing to the future, to join hands in the 
zreation of an ideal commonwealth out ; 
of our complex conditions. 


Our outlook is most auspicious. The 
shores and islands of the great Pa- 
zific ocean have already become tne 
theater of a drama, the successive arts 
af which will affect the mutual rela- 
tions of the nations of the world. 

The great powers are massing their 
forces in this ocean for the protection 
and development of their commrce and 
che promotion of national prestige. 

Hawaii is the one mid-ocean refuge 
of the North Pacific—a half way house 
where all passers by must stop for re- 
freshment. _

Our 
slimate, the joint production of the sun 
ind the trace wind acting over a 
thousand leagues of sea, and the loveli- 
ness of our mountain scenery are a 
perpetual invitation to the denizens of 
ill latitudes. Hawaii is forearmed by 
its past experience for this new essay 
in government. The honorable com- 
ostition of sister Territories, the hope 
af Statehood, and the glorious history 
of America must inspire her. 

Let us take up this work with en- 
thusiasm, and be worthy of the corfi- 
dence which Congress has in us. 

Let us keep forever upon our great 
3eal our old national motto—the breath 
of the land endures in righteousness, 
and always remember that private 
character is the real foundation of 
national strength.
